Influence when I’ve done all this work without subsidy or regular incase for S3 years 
you first deny so those pictures Z want only for rusoaroh, the ease platurea you havo 
always suppresed by nou-puhliahing and making theta unavailable, and now want to extort 
810 per print. 

X did tall you X had worked for you free. *ou asked no question ana did not deny 
it. Xou sold what X helped with. I have no intention of soiling this. And X did pzoolse 
to pay neaaal cotsaerfeftal rates if this should change in the future. If this should bo- 
coins ray desire obviously I'd want tho beat prints made from the negatives. 

I also told you that the VM .?QIA office has the identification of those few 
pictures, about 20, of which 1 desire prints. X told you X do not. 

Tbs government charge for prints under WXa Is 40* each, nut $10.00. and they have 
to matoa negatives. 

Xf you will obtain the identification of each print X asked from from SA Wisoeaa 
end make them for oo I'll pay youutto govanaasaft c fcar®a. Otherwise I'll refer this. too. 
end as a natter of principle, to my lawyer. I'll ask Mm to acka on issue of it with the 
.Judge and than to bracket this with your* identical record with the Zapruder fils showing 
President Kennedy being killed. In that case you did not provide stills of nil tbs ffa toes 
end again prohibited any copies. 

Heanshllo, odds from whatever you netted from this ccxamerolaliaa in which you 
also failed to pti&iah tho evidence you gave Zapxwdar oma that your own people confirmed 
to tw run into e&x figures. 

X have not reread the Gaia decision. Hut if my lawyer agrees X am more than willing 
to let a court decide whether a wealthy corporation can us® its wealth to ssereiso a 
monopoly on evidence of major crimes and then bocamo an adjunct of government in its 
lust for oven greater coaraercdaliaa.
